This raid is the 
first of its kind evciAnnde in this country, 
and it wae instituted by direction of Gen- 
eral Sickel, the chief of tha Philadelphia 
Panalon Office, in conformity with tha rsf 
ulations of a Mil passed by Coagrass OB 
the '.:^th of last FebruMy, that '•aay 
pledge, mortgage, sale, assignment, or 
trathc of any right, claim, or interest 
in any pctision which had been or 
may hcreafJor lie granted, shall l>e void 
and of no etiect, and any jierson who shall 
pledge er receive as a pledge, mortgage, 
sale, assignment, or transfer of any right, 
claim, or interest in any pension or pen- 
sion certificata which has been or may 
hereafter bo granted or issued, or who 
shall hold the same as oollateral security 
for any debt of promise, or open any pre- 
text of su<;h security or promise, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall lie fined in a sum not 
exceeding $1U0 and the cosis of prosecu- 
tion. Any person who shall retain the 
certificate of a pensioner and refuse to sur- 
render the same ujxin the demand of the 
commissioner of pensions, or a United 
States Pension Agent, or any other person 
authorised by the commisaion of pensions 
or tbopeneionar to receiva tho same, ahall 
bo gaiuy of a misd o maaBor. aad apon eon- 
vletioB ihoroof ahall be flBsd ia a sum not 
to excood flOO and lbs ooat of prosecu- 
tion."

St. Louis, Mo., Juns 27. — Advices from 
Chsstor, Randolph county, IlL, say that St, 
Mary's Levee, opposite that point, in Mis- 
souri, broke Sunday Bight, and the 8u 
Mary's Bottom, a largo whoat raising 
region, is now nearly all tioodeil. It is 
said that 'JO.OOO acres of wheat are under 
»/ater on ttiis bottom alone. From Clie?'tcr 
to Graud Tower southw.ard. on the Illinois 
iiide. a diatanco of twenty-five miles, era- 
bracing an area of 260 mtloa, nearly all is 
submerged and tha eropa destroyed, entail- 
ing great loss. To tha north of Chester, 
nearly nil tlie way up to St. Ijpuis, the lx)t- 
torn is said to he inundated, except hare 
.'ind I here a high ridge wliich is out of 
\Miier. 

Till' information from all this region isof 
a ;icnerul, rather iliaii a ^jlceiti(■ clonacter, 
bill it is sale to say that if these bottoms 
are deluged as stated, thoiuom l.s of fkmi- 
lies are either living in Hooded houses or 
have tied to the bluffs for safiity, and that 
the loss to crops and general fbrm property 
is almost inealoulable. The AmerfoAn bot- 
tom extends ft^m AltOB to Cairo, soihe- 
thing over 'JUO milea, a largo part of which 
IS pretty thickly settled. .Vll the great 
lift. I is siibicot to ovarrtnw in ftcshetslike 
the present, and it can lie readily iiuairined 
llial the loss of proiierty and ine ii-ire.'ts 
and misery bion^lil u;<in(lu' iiil nbii.iiils 
must be immense. The tow n of St. .\iary s. 
on the Missouri side of the river, is panly 
submerged, and Kaskaskia. on the Illinois 
la to be abandoned, the people there having 
sont to Chester for a steamboat to carry 
them away. 

A levee three miles above Capo 01- 
rardoau. Mo., aljont fifty milae above Cairo, 
and another at I'rice s landing, twenty-five 
iniies luriher down the river, broke Sun- 
d.iy tiight onil let a large volume of waicr 
ro«h over the bottom. Other points nn 
b illi sides of the river below liere, parlicu- 
larly on the Illinois side, are in about the 
same condition as above described, and it 
may be said that pretty much all the bot- 
tom land between hero and Cairo has 
more or leas water on it. 

Tha river actually foil oaa inoh yester- 
day, and there is genaral rejoicing oa both 
sides of the stream. Everybody looks for 
a jiretty rapid decline of the water, and all 
have siroi.g ho]ics that -it will go down fkir 
ciiou,;h bulore tl.u .liinv rise OOBMB IB SBOBpO 
anoiber extreme freshet. 

Ka.\s\s City, Mo.. June 27. T!ie river 
rose about three inches in tho forenoon, and 
rcmaiaod aaarly stationary. 

St. Josbpb, Mo., Juna 27.— The river thU 
anemoon ia raeediag slowly. Reports ftam 
tbove state that tha Platto and ■* Uiver One 
Hundred and Two" aro rising rapidlv 
:igain and inundating the bottom lands, btit 
it is ihiMigbt the rise wiil not last long.

Caibo, Eqtpt, June 27. — All foreigners 
aro leaving Alexandria on account of tha 
sholora. Tho Oovemmant had early ad- 
vices of the epidemic, and while it took 
such steps as it could in its slow way to 
help matters, It took.TOry strong measures 
to ]ireveut the public from getting any in- 
formation. The foreign physicians whose 
services can be depeiolcd on are few, and 
many wIki ctiuld go aro not able lo do so 
without losing their practice. Not a 
word of information about the epidemic 
oan be got from the few doctors 
remaining. They refuse even to make 
a rrport of the number of deaths except to 
tha authorities. All that is known is that 
tho ill are dying rapidly, and that tha well 
aro flying, so greatly excited that their 
stories ean not be but exaggerated, for if 
true there woubl bo none left alive. 

Notwithstanding the great difiiciilfy ex- 
perienced in obtainingreliable informiitinn, 
it has been definitely nsccrtainrd ihat there 
were forty-seven cft.-:es an l i li irty- sr v n 
deaths from cholera at Uaiuietta yesterday. 
The disease is also rapidly becoining epi- 
demic at Madsura. Reports trotu that 
point state that seven parsons were 
striekon and that two deaths oocarrod oa 
tho same day.

Thoy 
have admitted tboTr ooaaootloa with the 
crime, aad all oioapt oao bavo beea held 
for examination. Olda, wbo has been a re- 
spected citizen of Southbridgc, has had 
charge of t.'ie valuable stock of the o >ni- 
pany, aa<l it i« alleged that ho has been ab- 
stracting gold by the use of duplicate set,- 
ot scales, eipressly Axed for tha work. It 
is claimed that he has l>een in tha habit of 
letting himself into the stock room, to 
which he bad a key, and while supposed to 
be at dinner bf waa Asiag the acalas. Olds 
mado a eoafosi^oa to tho detectives and to 
tho officials of tho company. Ho was left 
in abargs of aa employe la aa upper 
jroom, and ho dropped through a wiaidow 
forty fbet to the ground, awam tho rivor, 
and awdo his sscape to the woods.

AUovk' plenty of romi for the crust to 
rise. Lay this on a plate and set it in a 
steamer. Steam it for an hour and a half.
